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New York City Adopts Plan To Advance Health Education 


A plan to advance the health education pro- 
gram in the public schools in New York City 
has been adopted by the board of superin- 
tendents. In recognition of the need for special 
training in the field of health education several 
teachers in each school, with aptitude and special 
interest, will be asked to assist, in such manner 
as the principal requests, in organizing the fol- 
lowing health program: 

Establish good health habits among pupils 

Develop health ideals and attitudes among 
teachers as well as children 

Arouse a sense of responsibility for maintain- 
ing personal, home, and community health 
among the pupils 

Assist class teachers to detect and to help 
correct physical defects among school children, 
through a better understanding of the pro- 
cedures and follow-up of physical defects found 
on School Health Day 

Help class teachers utilize the time spent in 
teaching hygiene to better advantage, through 
projects, guidance, healthful information, accur- 
ate knowledge, materials, methods and inspira- 
tion 

Standardize health procedures, such as_ the 
daily morning hygiene inspection; use of daily 
morning hygiene inspection chart; employment 
of health posters 

Encourage children to be immunized against 
diphtheria 

Section off wardrobes for 
with infected heads 

Weigh and measure children, at monthly in- 
tervals, to stimulate an interest in growth and 
improvement in nutrition 

Provide the best illumination in order to pre- 
vent vision defects and eyestrain 

Encourage children to visit 
twice a year 

Seat children with vision and hearing defects 
near the front of the room 

Employ visual instruction for 
hygiene 

Use modern and practicable 
in teaching health 

Arrange for speakers to address children 
during assembly periods on interesting health 
topics and related subjects 

Inculcate the habit of washing hands at regu- 
lar intervals during the day 

Supervise lunch room service 

Distribute interesting leaflets, 
bulletins on health topics 

Maintain good ventilation through the use of 
windows open above and below 

Maintain classroom temperature not over 68 
degrees Fahrenheit

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Enrolment in Congers School 
Increases Tenfold in Five Years 


An increase in enrolment from 16 high school 
pupils in 1925 to nearly 160 in September 1929 
in the Congers High School is reported by 
Harry W. Rude, principal of the school. 

When Mr Rude was named principal in Sep- 
tember 1925, the school was approved for two 
years of high school work. In September 1926 
there were 55 pupils enrolled in the high school. 
During that vear the school was advanced to 
a three -year high school. 

Another increase was noted the next year, 
when 78 pupils were enrolled. The curriculum 
was extended by the offering of commercial 
courses. During 1927 an appropriation of 
$200,000 for a new high school building was 
voted. Also the school was advanced to high 
school grade. 

In September 1928 the new building was 
opened for use and 110 high school pupils were 
enrolled. The enrolment of nearly 160 this 
year is ten times that of five years ago. This 
increase, it is stated, is due almost entirely to 
the enrolment of pupils from districts which 
jormerly sent pupils to other schools in the 
vicinity 

At the time the new school was dedicated, 
Frank H. Wood, then Director of the School 
Buildings and Grounds Division of the Depart- 
ment, remarked that the increased enrolment in 
the Congers school was the most phenomenal
